CATTLE THIEVES CAUGHT nan 


© of Them Are Proprictors of 
Butcher Shops at Kern City, and 
the Other is Also a Butcher ty 
Trade. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 
BAKERSFIELD, Sept. 18.—(Special 
Dispatch.) For several months Super- 
intendent Pogson of the Tejon ranch 
property, belonging to the heirs of the 
late Gen. Beale, has been missing cat- 
tle. Other large landowners in the 
same locality have also had the same. 
experience and watch was kept, but 
without avail, and at last the services 
of detectivés were called in. 
John Brighton, the man who ran 
Chris Evans to earth, was put on the 
case, and in the guise of an old farmer 
with a gray beard has been at work 
on the case several weeks, aided by 
Sheriff Borgwardt and deputies. The 
cattle were traced from the Tejon ranch 
across the valley to secluded willow 
fields near the bed of Kern River, ad- 
jacent to town. There the officers lay 
in wait, watched the men slaughter the 
animals, cut off the ears and brands 
from the hides, throw them into hog- 
pens for the pigs to destroy, and then 
haul the beef to town and put it on 
sale. 
When sufficient proof had been se- 
cured, two brothers, Lou and J. J. An- 
derson, proprietors of butcher shops at 
Kern City and Bakersfield, with An- 
drew Stannard, also in the same busi- 
ness, were arrested. All three had 
stood high in the community, and their 
arrest caused a profound sensation. 
The arrests were made last Saturday, 
and not until late last night was J. J. 
Anderson able to get bonds. His 
brother and Stannard are still in jail. 
While officers were on the trail of 
the cattle thieves they had a narrow 
escape from death. Donald Grant, an 
Englishman, and ex-judge of India, 
owns a ranch adjoining the place where 
stolen cattle were killed and is engaged 
in raising hogs. It was in his hogpens 
that the ears and pieces of branded 
hides were thrown by the thieves, 
Grant’s hogs also began to disappear, 
and he told Anderson of it. They had 
seen officers about the place at night, 
but were not sure of their identity, 
They told Grant they had seen two men 
climbing into the pigpen, and advised 
him to shoot them on sight. Grant and 
his friend with double-barreled guns, 
heavily loaded, lay in wait, and, sure 
enough, caught two men in the pigpen, 
but at the last minute concluded not to 
shoot. They quietly followed the two 
men to town, where they were amazed 
to recognize Deputy Sheriff Pyle as one, 
the other being Brighton. It is expected 
other arrests will be made and further 
sensational developments are prom- 
ised.

THEY GOT TOGETHER. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 18—A meeting of 
the Republican County Central Commit- 
tee was held at the Great Northern Ho- 
tel last night for the purpose of choos- 
ing a chairman. For some time there 
has been friction between the politicians 
supporting the administration of Mayor 
Swift.and others who are against him, 
Incidental to the work of choosing the 
chairman it was intended that the fac- 
tions should ‘‘get together” in harmony. 
They got together all right, but not 
efter the fashion outlined in the pro- 
gramme. There were fights without 
number, broken heads and bloody 
noses; and the meeting generally was 
characterized by the wildest disorder. 
The most serious fight of the evening 
occurred. when Deputy Sheriff F. L. 
Goodman of the anti-Swift faction, at- 
tempted to force his way into the room 
against the wishes of Buck McCar- 
thy, a Swift man. McCarthy landed on 
's nose, broke it in two places, 
dashed-out five of Goodman’s teeth and 
knocked him senseless. He was carried 
‘away by his friends. Detective Ser- 
geant Gard, who was in the room, made 
an attempt to control the actions of 
County Clerk James R. Van Cleve and 
the second battle of the evening was on. 
Van Cleve objected to the officer’s in- 
terterence and promptly received a 
crack over the cranium from the offi- 
cer’s stick. This aroused Van Cleve’s 
friends and a wild rush was made for 
Gard, one man seizing him by the neck, 
and others by the arms and legs. He 
was carried bodily from the room, every 
anti-Swift man in the room taking a 
good whack at him. As Gard was de- 
posited in the hall, Alderman Lanners- 
man ‘planted a vigorous kick. Another 
rush was made for Gard and he was 
- thrown bodily out of the hallway, a 
free fight being in progress while he 
made his forced exit. 

Commissioner of Public Works Kent 
Was standing in the, committee-room 
when this fight came off and the asser- 
tion was at once made by the anti- 
Swift element that he had brought the 
police there to coerce the action of the 
committee. Loud cries were heard of 
“Throw Kent out!” “Hang him!” and 
“Throw him out of the window,” a 
rush was made in his direction, and, 
being near a doorway, the commissioner 
lost no time in making his escape, leav- 
ing behind him a full-blown fight be- 
tween his friends anxious to protect 
him and the crowd of anti-Swift men 
desirous of getting at him.

CHINA’S 
? WICKED | CHARACTERS.” 


The News of the Attack on the Mis- 
sionaries Reaches the Ear of the 
„Son of Heaven,“ Whereat He is 
Much Incensed. 


— 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) - 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 18.—The at- 
titude of the Emperor of China in re- 
lation to the recent outbreaks against 
missionaries is shown in an edict re- 
cently issued by the Emperor which is 
published in a local paper, The Em- 
peror says: 

“Since the opening of internal com- 
merce with Western countries foreign- 
ers have always resided in the inland 
districts at peace and harmony with 
‘their native neighbors and we, in our 
imperial love for both native and for- 
eigner alike, have time and again com- 
manded our high provincial authori- 
ties to pay extra heed constantly to 
protect the latter from harm. Judge 
of our extreme indignation, then, upon 
hearing recently, first of the riots in 
the capital of Sze-Chuen, where chap- 
els have been destroyed and burned 
down by the rioters, thereby fanning 
the flames of destruction far and wide, 
insomuch that a number of subprefec- 
tures and districts simultaneously 
followed in the footsteps of Cheng-Tu, 
and now to receive news from Fu 
Kien, reporting that evil characters 
have murdered and wounded a large 
number of foreigners at Ku-Tien, going 
so far in their ruthless ferocity as to 


4 murder even women and children. 


„With reference to the Sze-Chuen 
riots, a number of the rioters have al- 
ready been arrested and will undergo 
trial, but the chiefs and heads of the 
Fuh-Kien murderers are still at large 
and we command Pien Pao Chuan and 
Ching Yu (Tartar. general of Foo 
Chow) to set to work without delay at 
the head of the military and district 
officials and speedily arrest these 
wicked characters, nor shali any be al- 
lowed to escape the meshes of the law. 
Indeed, it is the manifest duty of the 
local mandarins throughout the em- 
pire to be always on the alert and pre- 
vent such worthless characters from 
manufacturing scurrilous tales and ex- 


citing the populace; they should crush | 


all incipient risings at the slightest 


sign. What sort of frivolity and in- 


difference to duty is this that has 
e about ‘all these recent serious 
ou 


“We would also, therefore, command | 


the various Tartar generals, viceroys 
and governors of the empire to impress 
upon all their subordinates the neces- 
sity of.granting thorough protection to 
all the chapels, etc., in their districts. 
They are also to issue proclamations ex- 
horting the people to abstain from lis- 
tening to scurrilous tales, which excite 
unfounded suspicions in the breasts of 
all. If there be any who shall dare to 
raise disturbances in the future, they 
shall be at once punished with the ut- 
most severity of the law, and as to 
such of the local officials as may use 
subterfuge and craft to avoid their du- 
ties, they are to be most severely pun- 
ished, and no leniency shall be exer- 
cised in their cases. Let these com- 
mands be made known to all within 
this empire.” 

Little value is attached by foreigners 
to this edict. It is now well under- 
stood that the orders of the Emperor of 
China have virtually no force outside 
the walls of Peking. On several previ- 
ous occasions edicts even more forcibly. 
worded than the above have emanated 
from the dragon throne, but foreign 
property and foreign lives remain as in- 
‘secure as ever in the interior of China. 
It is generally believed that the action 
of the British government has fallen far 
short of the requirements of the occa- 
sion. Instead of dispatching a consul 
to investigate the circumstances con- 
nected with the Ku-Cheng atrocities, 
the task should have been intrusted to 
a British legation, and instead of a Chi- 
nese court, the commissioner should 
have been accompanied by 500 red coats 
and blue jackets. 


SATISFACTORY PROGRESS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The joint 
American and British commission 
which is investigating the missionary 
riots at Ku-Cheng, is making most. 
satisfactory progress in fixing the re- 
sponsibility for the outrages and se- 
curing the punishment of the guilty 
parties.

the Aelas of Fruits. 


(Florida Agriculturist:) Inhabitants 
of warm countries are familiar with 
the fact that the acids of fruits are ex- 
tremely healthful for them. Such a 
diet largely averts fevers and prevents 
biliousness. Few people are familiar 
with the classification of acids in dif- 
ferent fruits. G. W. Johnson gives the 
following data: 

“The grateful acid of the rhubarb 
leaf arises from the malic acid and bi- 
noxalate of potash that it contains; the 
acidity of the orange, lemon and other 
species of the genus citrus is caused by 
the abundance of citric acid which their 
juice contains; that of the cherry, plum, 
apple and pear from malic acid in their 
pulp; that of gooseberries and currants, 
black, red and white, from a mixture of 
malic and citric acids; that of grape, 
from a mixture of malic and tartaric 
acids; that of the mango, from citric 


-acid and a very fugitive essential oil, 


that of the tamarind from a mixture of 
citric, malic and tartaric-acids.* The 
flavor of asparagus is from aspartic 
acid, found also in the root cf the 
marshmallow, and that of the cucum- 
ber from a peculiar. poisenous ingre- 


dient called furgin, Which is found in 


all fungi, and which is the cause of the 
cucumber being offensive to some stom- 
achs. It will be observed that rhubarb 
is the only fruit that contains binoxa- 
late of potash in conjunction with an 
acid. Beet root owes its nutritious qual- 
ity to about 9 per cent. of sugar it con- 
tains, and its flavor to a peculiar sub- 
stance containing nitrogen mixed with 
pectic acid. The carrot owes its fat- 
tening powers also to sugar, and its 
favor to a peculiar fatty oil. The horse- 
radish derives its flavor and blistering 
power from a volatile acrid oil. The 
Jerusalem artichoke contains 14% per 
cent. of sugar, and 3 per cent. of inulin 
(a variety of starch,) besides gum, and 
a peculiar substance to which its flavor 
is owing. Lastly, garlic, and the rest of. 
the onion family, derive their peculiar 
odor from a yellowish, volatile acrid 
oll, but they are nutritious from gummy 
and glutinous substances not yet clearly 
defined.“

NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Not least among the reasons which 
should impel the United States govern- 
ment to go ahead with the eonstruction 
of the Nicaragua Canal is the fact that 
Great Britain is opposed to our pur- 
‘guing such a course. The English 
press, which presumably reflects the 
sentiments of the English people on 
this subject, is never weary of making 
covert insinuations, and even threats, 
of British interference in case the 
United States essays to build and eon- 
trol this great waterway between the 
‘Atlantic and the Pacific. 


These threats of interference are in 


all probability mere bluff and bluster, 
put forth with the idea that they may 
serve to retard the consummation of 
the enterprise. They should have no 
effect. The Nicaragua Canal should 
be built at the earliest possible date, 


and the United States cannot afford 


to permit any other nation to partici- 
pate actively in its contrel. No Euro- 
pean nation has any right to insist 
upon exercising a controlling influence 
in its construction or management. It 


1. Should be strictly an American enter- 


prise, and exclusively under American 
control. The intentions of the United 
States in this matter should be indi- 
cated in such a manner that theyacan- 
not be misunderstood. Decision and 
firmness at the present juncture may 


gave trouble in the future. 


The next Congress should take up 
the Nicaragua Canal question and deal 
with it in a business-like way. It is 
a matter which belongs in the domain 
of business rather than of politics.

The Day That 8 a inne 
guinary Conflict... . 


In the early. morn of tem ber 16, 
1810, the ringing of 
on the little church of. the town. of 
Dolores, in the State of Guanajuato. 
Mex., awoke the inhabitants from their 
sound slumbers, and they gathered | 
about the church to hear the first | 
shout of independence fall from the 
Ups of Miguel Hidalgo y Costilla (the 
priest of that diocese,) whose patriotie 
words found echo in the hearts of the 
multitude, and the revolution for the 
indepéndence of Mexico was begun, 
and, under the leadership of Hidalgo, 

Aldama and a score of other 
heroes and patriots, was carried on 
with varied successes and reverses un- 
til independence was secured on the 
27th of September, 1821. 

Through the treachery of one of his 
officers, Hidalgo, Allende, Jimenes, and 


many of his Officers were captured and 
taken to Chihuah where, on May 
26, 1811, Allende, J es two 


ot ther ‘officers were shot in the 
back as traitors, and. Hidalgo was 
turned over to the head officers of the 
church to be degraded before being 
shot by the military-authorities, He 
was taken 15 the church, dressed in 
the robes of a priest, made to kneel 
down, and, i the ceremonies were 
over, he was stripped of his robes and 
turned over to the military authorities 
and shot on July 31, 

When pardon was offered him and his 
followers if they would lay down their 
arms and submit to the government, 
Hidalgo refused the offer and replied 
firmly: “Pardon is for criminals and 
not for the defenders of their country.“ 


umph of the cause of liberty, for whlek 
he was. about to sacrifice his life, and, 
remembering that he had left some 
sweetmeats under his pillow, went for 
them, and divided them among the 
soldiers that were to shoot him, told 
them that he pardoned them for what 
they were about to do, and, placing 
his hand over his heart, told them to 
aim at that.

Then, gathering about 
him a few of his trusty followers, he 
turned on the overwhelming force of 
Royalists, and, with the fierceness of 
a tiger, fought them back until the 
rest of the troops congress were 
safe from the pursuers. His horse was 
killed under him and he was taken 
prisoner. He sacrificed himself and 
many of his brave companions, but he 
saved his troops and thie congress. 

When ordered to kneel down by the 
officers in charge of the execution, Mo- 
relos kneeled calmly and said, with up- 
lifted eyes, and a firm tone of voice:

HE LOST HIS NERVE. 


| EMBEZZLER TAYLOR FLED ON THE 


EVE OF SAFETY. 


Arrangements Had Been Made by 
His Bondsmen to Tide Him Over 
Financially, But He Had Already 
Made a Break.“ 


NM TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Sept. 18.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Had W. W. Taylor, the embez- 
zling Treasurer of South Dakota, now 
under sentence of five years in the pen- 
itentiary for his theft of $367,000 of 
funds, not lost his nerve and patience 
at a critical hour and fled from Chicago, 
his crime would never have been mode 
public. This much is admitted by Law- 
yer Tenney, who, in the early part of 
the exposure, acted as the defaulter’ 
legal representative. The lawyer w 
himself indicted and in self-defense o- 
day told his story. He said: 

Early last December I was ap- 
prised ot lor’s defalcation. John T. 
McChéshiey of New York, one of the Da- 
kota Treagurer’s securities, called and 
said that Taylor, who would shortly 
have to give way to his successor, had 
confessed he was short in his accounts 
over $130,000.. Taylor wanted McChes-. 
ney to arrange a quiet settlement with 
the man who was to step into his shoes, 
and had threatened, if this proved im- 
possible, to take everything in sight and 
fiee. It was this last condition that I 
was asked to help avoid. I told Mc- 
Chesney to urge on Taylor the belief 
that settlement was in sight and thus 
hold him till the chance of escape had 


passed. 

“Thus encouraged, McChesney set 
about to help Taylor. His friends 
raised $100,000 in a jiffy and a few days 
later, when the bondsmen introduced 
Taylor to me, all he needed was $506,900 
‘This he tried. to raise in New York, put 


failed, and both Taylor and myself gave 


up hope on that score. McChesney, 

however, was not yet discouraged, and 
went to St. Paul, where he was well-. 
known, to make another 1 Taylor 
seemed growing more and ore de- 
spondent, and I began to fear his 
bondsmen's apprehensiveness of his 
possible flight might have some basis. 

I ordered Taylor to turn over in trust 
to a man named Wells every dollar’s 
worth of property he had, which 
amounted to more than $500,000 on face 
value. This was understood to be for 
the purpose of either making good lien 
of whoever might advance the needed 
$50,000, or, failing in that effort, to pro- 
tect bondsmen, 

“In cash Taylor had $45,000 that I 
also demanded, but he would not turn 
it over to a trustee. To William Cof- 
fen, at one time ex-Mayor Washburn’s 
private secretary, he did finally give 
this money on the same conditions as 

governed the disposal of chattels in- 
trusted to Wells. . 

“Then, with only 310.000 in his pos- 
session, he became nervous, Nothing 
had been heard from McChesney and 
Taylor feared exposure. Almost fran- 
tic, he finally advised me of his inten- 
tion to get away, and the same night 
he departed. Just there is where he 
made the mistake of his life, for had 
he waited twenty-four hours, his good 
name might have been saved. Next 
morning McChesney arrived in Chi- 
cago,‘ having secured the necessary 
$50,000 to tide over trouble, but he was 
oy late to help matters any. The rest 

f the story is well known.

His Lawyers Have Abandoned ‘the 
Insanity Theory. | 

The examination of William J. 
Busby on a double charge of murder 
consumed the greater part of the ses- 
sion of Justice Morrison’s court yes- 
terday. A number of witnesses were 
examined for the people with the view 
of showing that Thompson and Martin 
were killed through an act of the de- 
fendant. The defense offered no tes- 
timony, evidently relying on the in- 
ability of the prosecution to show that 
Busby put the poigon in the wine, or, 
granting that he did so, that he could 
be held responsible for the death of 
persons who drank it, other than the 
one it was intended for. 

A strenuous objection. was made by 
the defendant’s attorney to the intro- 


duction of a transcript of the testimony |. 


given at the Coroner’s inquest as part 


of the people's evidence. Before the 


court ruled on the objection Deputy 
District-Attorney James withdrew the 
transcript. The insanity theory was 
not sprung by the defense. 

When the people rested Attorney 
Davidson, for the defense, moved’ the 
dismissal of the complaint on the 
ground that there was an insufficiency 
of evidence to show that Busby was re- 
sponsible for the death of the two 
men, The motion was denied, and the 
defense then moved that the prisoner 
be admitted to bail, in case the court 
ordered him held for trial. This mo- 
tion was taken under advisement till 
Friday morning.
